Vis Wedaciday the 24.0f Auſtuſt, 
iaformation was given to the ho- 
neurable Houſe of Commons, of 
all fuch eminent paſſages that hath hap- 
pened {ince his Majelly came to Coventry, 
v1z. That og Saturday Laſt about 9.of the 
clock in the morning,with an Army con 
{ifling of about 17.0r 1800,Horſe,hisMa- 
jelty.came to Coventry, which were "the 
only firength oſall his forces that came 
with him out of Tevkobire, 
| And the Citiſens' of Coventry having 
intelligence of drawing neer the ſaid Ci- 
' with a great army , every man that 
ore arms in the city, together with a- 
| bout 500. of the trained Bands. of the

poſture of defence, reſolving to ſpend 
theirlives for the King and Parliament, 
and in mainrenance of the Lawes of the 
Kingdom, Whereupon the Major and d1- 
vers of the Aldermen aud chieiComman- 
ders it the City, met his M#jeſty at the 
Gates therof, and ſhewed thetr dutifull .

after ſome conſultation with his General 
and other Commanders, they planted fix 
picces of Ordnance againf} the Gate, and 
plaid upon 1t all that day, the Cavalecrs 
thretning tofirethetown,or beat it down 
about their cargif it were not" prefently 
rendred up. But the Cirifens hearing that 
ſome. forces from the Parliament were 
repaicing thither to aid and afſilt "them 
mere reſolved to ftahd it out , althonuph 
they had not aboye.;3.pieces of Ordnance 
in the towngnd thoſe were nnmonnted 
This day being far ſpent, his Mijefty re- 
paired to a Knights houſe nicer Dnnſmore 
about 4.miles from Coveztry and on Son- 
dey morning the Erpalers began agen 
to play upon the Gates of the citty, and 
drove open the South-Gare thereof, «nd 


began to naarch into the city, not doub- 


tivg but to make a prey therof, thinking 
it impoſſible to be withſtood ;* yer wes 
may fee Gods wonderfull hand, of pro- 


viderice towards us in flirring up the 
ſouldiers within the city with fuch cou- 


razeand true affeQion to the Parliament,

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That at the ft entrance of the cavaleers 
into the Gate they welcommed them 
with ſuch a voley of ſhor,that 7.0f them 
were {lain,and many more of them hurt, 
whcrupon they were forced to retreat, & 
the women and others that were wnkht to 
fight , brought a buadance of houſheld 
Ruffc,as tables, ſtools, and other lumber, 
and threwthem inthe fireet which quick 
ly made the way unpaſſable, ſo that the 
horſemen durſt not ſally any more into 
the rown,but played upon it withCanon 
and fometimcs. came riding up. to the 
walls therof. 
_ The L.Brooks,Col Holis Col. Hambden, 
Col.Fines, and Col. Goodwyn, with ATT 
Regiments,both of horſe and foot.having 
intelligence hereof (being at Bazhury ) 
marched towards Coventry with al 
Tpeed, and the Kings Army fearing that 
they would fall on the backs of thern, 
preſently raiſed their forces from againſt 
Coventcy,carrying t their Ordaance with 
them; and came to meet the P rliaments 
Forces, which met on Monday } alt _ 
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Danſmore Heath, about 4. miles.0n this 
ſide Coventry, which' when-Col. Hambaen 
and the ceft of the commanders percct- 
ved,they. divided the army:(conlilting of 
about 6.0r 7000. horſe ant! foot) into 4. 
ſquadrons, placing 3.pieces of Ordnance 
on the right wing, and 3. pieces on the 
left wing,theCavaleers with their troops 
of horſe falling on them very furioully, 


and the other ſide defended themſelves as 


ſtoutly,but in a very ſhort time(the ord- 
nance of the Parliameat forces playing ſo- 
hot on them )ſcaled their Horſe,and put 
them in ſuch a combuſtion, that ſcarce a 
wan, of them, knew how to Keep their 
raacks , and. being in an excceding great 
confufion, there was flaine of the Cava- 
kers abour80.men,9.of them being thoſe 
that guarded the Kings perſon,capr.Legg 


and many others being taken priſoners, 
alſo two pieces of their Ordnance were 
taken;with ſome waggons and ammun1- 
tion; and thus being rooted with the 
bofle of very few of the Parliaments fide,

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they all diſpirrced themſelves and ſoli 
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for their hives. |. '- - 7 
And alchough his Majeſty atrebe-raiſing of his 
Army from belore. Qoversry gave them 3.dayes 
Reſpie for che Rendringir up 3 , yet it is thought 
the Cavalcers will ſcarce comeagaine to d:2mand 
it, for as yct it is not certainly. known which way 
they are gone,manyof them being lately fled from 
Warwick, ard it is Reported by ſome that come 
out of thoſe parts,that the Earle of Northampton 
will fly away beforethe Parliament Forces come 
hither ; although chey are not above fixemiles 
from Warwick 
_ Ihe S heriffe being Summonel| to Raiſe the 
ower of rtie County to aidand affiſt his Majeſty 
Tppcared fnortherein , -neither came'atly of that 
"County into him.. But the Country were:excee- 
dingly terrified with fear of the Cavaleers,which
